If we wish to create a big, regular and 
lucrative tourist traffic with America, our 
first need is the presence in America of 
agents who wil] create the desire to visit 
Ireland—or rather, will give practical 
direction to a desire which already is 
latent in at least fifty per cent. of the 
well-to-do population. As we have said, 
there are tens of thousands of American 
citizens who, for sentimental reasons, 
would make Ireland their landing place 
in Europe if deft advantage were taken 
of their sentiment and if the delights of 
such a holiday were impressed properly on 
their minds. As soon as thes tens of 
thousands began to declare themselves 
shipping companies would make haste to 
accommodate }jthem, and, when Queens- 
town became once again a profitable port, 
all necessary facilities would be forthcom- 
ing without parley. It is our firm belief 
that a score of active agents in the United 
States would do more for the tourist traffic 
in-two years than our local organisations 
are likely to do in half a century. 


King Fuad’s Visit. 
The visit of the King of Egypt to 
England is an event of some political 
significance. Yesterday he was, welcomed 
cordially by the people of London, who 
recognise that his visit is likely to lead to 
a permanent improvement in the relations 
between Egypt and Great Britain. The 
present condition of affairs is very un- 
satisfactory. In 1922, when King Fuad 
became head of an independent Egypt, the 
relative positions of the two countries were 
defined in a unilateral declaration which 
was made by the British Government. By 
virtue of this declaration Egypt was 
granted political independence, but four 
matters were reserved for future settle- 
ment. Britain remained responsible for 
the safety of imperial communications 
across Egyptian territory—in other words, 
for the Suez Canal; for the defence cf 
Egypt «<ainst foreign aggression ; for the 
protection of foreigners in Egypt, and, 
finally, for the administration of the 
Sudan. On various occasions since 1922 
attempts have been made to re-open these 
questions and to place the relations be- 
tween Britain and Egypt on a more satis- 
factory basis; but invariably some un- 
fortunate crisis has intervened. In 1924 
‘Sir Lee Stack was murdered in Cairo; in 
1925 there were mutinies in the Sudan 
for which Egyptian agitators were directly 
responsible, and during the present year 
the attempt to free the Egyptian Army 
‘from British control caused considerable 
friction between the two Governments. The 
firm attitude of Lord Lloyd, the British 
High Commissioner, however, has had an

The Future of Gas. 


In these days of large-scale electrifica- 
tion of industries, of railways and of 
domestic services it would be natural to 
suppose that gas was falling out of use. 
This would be a mistake. The gas industry 
still thrives, and there is every reason to 
believe that it has a future of usefulness 
and prosperity before it. The Engineering 
Correspondent of the Daily Telegraph 
points out that, when coal is converted 
into gas, a considerably larger calorific 
value is yielded than when it is converted 
into electrical energy. This means that, 
so long as Britain possesses large’ coal 


and ever more profitable use is being made 
of the by-products of the gas works—coke 
and tar. Research has its headquarters 
in the University of Leeds, where a 
complete gas research jL nt is at work. 
Among the problems with which the 
experts are wrestling is that of improving 
the quality of the coke. As a household 
fuel gas coke has admitted disadvantages, 
and experiments have been made in the 
blending of different types of coal in order 
to yield a coke more agreeable to the 
housewife. Low temperature carbonisa- 
tion of coal has come to be regarded as 
technically sound, but the difficulty in 
its adoption on a commercial scale lies in 
the expense which would be itfivolved in 
the alteration of plant possessed by gas 
companies. The solid residue yielded by 
.Slow carbonisation possesses a greater 
freedom of combustion than high tempera- 
ture coke, while the gas yielded by this 
process has an unusually high thermal 
value. Pulverisation also is being investi- 
gated as a means of making the solid 
residue immediately adaptable to the 
process of steam-raising. It is thought 
that progress along these lines of resear*h 
will bring into being large-scale gas 
plants, which will serve to distribute, in 
economic and more convenient form than 
that of coal blocks, the calorific reserves 
of the mines. 


Vaccination of Dogs. 


Barcelona is the first European city to 
make the vaccination of dogs compulsory. 
Hydrophobia long has been rampant there, 
but the Barcelona Correspondent of El 
Debate reports that inoculation with the 
Umeno vaccine is expected to extinguish 
the malady. Inoculation is performed, 
without charge, at the municipal labora- 
tory. One injection is given as a prophy- 
lactic to dogs which are not infected, and 
two injections are given to dogs which 
have been bitten by infected animals. 
Since the process was introduced, and 
especially since it was made compulsory, 
the number of infected’ persons and 
dogs has decreased rapidly. The only 
obstacle to the complete stamping out 
of the disease seems to be the 
difficulty of inoculating the large numbers 
of ownerless | dogs—perros vagabundos— 
which infest the outskirts of the 
city. A Japanese doctor, who gives his 
name .to the vaccine used, was the 
originator of the treatment. Between 1915 
and 1918 hydrophobia raged in Japan, 
and the Japanese Government offered a 
prize—which Dr. Umeno Doi won—for the 
discovery of an effective remedy. In 
Kamagawa and Tokio the vaccine was 
administered to 31,307 dogs, with the result 
that the number of cases of infection fell 
by 75 per cent. A little later the treat- 
ment was adopted in California with great 
success, and in Los Angeles the vaccination 
of dogs was made compulsory. Bacterio- 
logists from Barcelona studied the system 
in New York, and introduced it to their 
city in 1921. Since that date tens of 
thousands of inoculations, preventive and 
curative, have been made in Barcelona, 
www &.

MILITARY JUMPING, 


LETTER FROM MR. JUSTICE WYLIE. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Srr,—Much as I dislike newspaper cor- 
respondence, I feel that the letter of The 
McGillycuddy in your issue of to-day on the 
above subject, and your leader on it, are 50 
misleading in their facts and inferences that 
they may do incalculable harm if not con- 
tradicted. The McGillycuddy suggests, first, 
that the ‘horses were inexperienced and not 
carefully selected. Those same horses have 
won innumerable prizes (including two cham- 
pionships) at Ballsbridge and many provincial 
shows in Ireland. They were, | am aware, 

selected with the utmost care. cee 
The McGillycuddy’s second point is that 
the officers who rode were either inexperienced 
or ‘inefficient. If The McGillycuddy had a 
littke more knowledge of jumping competitions 
in Ireland, he would need no introduction to 
Captains, Harty, Corry and Dwyer. Anyone 
who saw these officers at Ballsbridge last 
year could hardly suggest that they were in- 
experienced. Thirdly, The McGillyouddy 
suggests that no suffictent trouble was taken 
to train the horses, and that they were sent 
to Olympia without having seen a similar 
course—his view being apparently based on a 
remark of. your correspondent at Olympia. 
The true facts are that an exact replica of the 
Olympia course was erected in a riding school 
in Dublin, and the horses were schooled over 
it with the greatest regularity all winter. 
Artificial light, bands, and all the properties 
were introduced, and no trouble was spared to 
complete the horses’ training. I had an 
opportunity of being present at a rehearsal, 
and, having seen the horses perform almost 
faultlessly, I left with high hopes of the 
team’s success at Olympia. 
It may be asked, what then was the cause 
of the failure of the Irish team at Olympia? 
My answer is that the horses “travelled ” 
badly. Their jumping at the opening of 
Olymfipia’s competition was infinitely better 
than on the day of the Prince of Wales Cup, 
which is the competition discussed by The 
McGillyeuddy. One horse on the second day 
had a round with only half a fault. The 
horses were unaccustomed to being away from 
home and in utterly unfamiliar surroundings 
for two or three weeks. They did not feed 
up, and got correspondingly '“ hot as the 
competitions advanced. Again, all the winners 
at Olympia were aged—indeed, very old 
horses. The winner of the King’s Cup is, I 
am informed, twenty-five years old. They 
have been schooled, travelled and shown for 
years. No one can expect horses to win at 
Olympia, with its unusual conditions, for 
about three years. 
Again, I may be asked why the Irish team 
competed. The answer is this: The Royal 
Dublin Society is endeavouring to promote 
military jumping competitions and to induce 
foreigners to again revisit the country and 
purchase horses. Nowadays there must be 
reciprocity in sport. We will not get foreign 
teams here if we do not send our teams 
abroad. With this largely’in view, the Irish 
team competed at Olympia. Everything has 
to have a beginning, .and I can assure The 
McGillycuddy that, had he been at. Olympia 
and seen and heard the reception the [risk 
team got and the friendly comments made; he 
would have spared himself his letter to your 
paper. Uninformed criticism, however well 
intended, can only handicap any attempted 
forward movement.—Yours, etc., 
Wet W. E. Wrim.

| ‘LONDON LETTER. 


KING FUAD’S “VISIT.

The reception given to the King of 
Egypt on his drive through the West End 
from Victoria Station this afternoon was 
extremely hearty—almost surprisingly so, 
in fact—and King Fuad seemed to 
appreciate the warmth of a greeting that 
was spontaneous and unrestrained. The 
reception at Victoria was similar to that 
given to other crowned heads, except that 
the Quéen was not present, though the 
Duke of Connaught and four Princes—the 
Duke of York, Prince Henry; Prince 
George, and Prince-Arthur of Connaught— 
lined up behind the King. The Prime 
Minister, Sir Austen Chamberlain, Sir 
William Joynson-Hicks, and the notables 
who usually attend these functions were 
supported by a number of Egyptians in 
magnificent uniforms of blue and gold. 
The train drew up to the platform exactly 
at three o’clock, and King Fuad, closely 
followed by the Prince of Wales, alighted. 
He is rather portly, not tall, and has a 
very round face, with dark upturned 
moustache. The King, as soon as the train 

ulled up, stepped forward and met King 
"uad with outstretched hand, and the two 
monarchs stood for a few moments chatting 
in a very animated manner. A move was 
then made for the State landaus and the 
drive through the streets. In the station 
courtyard an enclosure had been arranged 
for some scores of Egyptians, and, while 
the two Kings inspected the guard of 
honour furnished by the Irish Guards, 
these cheered and sang patriotic songs. 
When the procession left the station the 
demonstration was most enthusiastic on 
the part of the Egyptians, cheers for the 
King of England as well as the King of 
Egypt, being given again and again. 


A Vote of Censure. 


There was a good deal of activity in the 
precincts of Westminster to-day regarding 
the vote of censure debate on Wednesday. 
A meeting of the Conservative members 
who have signed the unofficial amendment 
to the Opposition motion was held in order 
that the situation might be discussed, an:] 
it is understood that these members will 
adhere to their amendment unless there is 
a Government one which they can support 


without surrender of principle. -The

support the Government amendment if it 
is sufficiently indefinite.- It is quite un- 
likely that the Liberals as a whole wil! 
support the Opposition. Another meeting 
held tc-day was that of the Conservative 
members who form the Agricultural Com- 
mittee, a body anxious to secure that some- 
thing more definite than is at present 
apparent shall be offered to the farmers to 
relieve the hardships experienced in some 
cases. 


Sir Cyril Cobb. 


The attempt of the Socialists on the 
Standing Committee considering the Loca! 
Audits Bill to secure the discussion of a 
vote of censure on the Chairman of the 
Committee, Sir Cyril Cobb, has failed; 
for Mr. Churchill, leading the House this 
afternoon, said that the Government would 
not provide facilities for the discussion of 
any such motion. - Mr. Greenwood sug- 
gested that there had been irregularities 
in the Committee, but Mr. Churchill 
added that he had no definite intimation 
as to that, though he understood that there 
had been friction. While it was incon- 
venient to leave the motion on the Order 
Paper, it was inconvenient to find a day 
to discuss it, and it was a great pity that 
it should be left on the paper. This 
announcement was received with cheers by 
the Conservatives, who greatly resent the 
attack on Sir Cyril Cobb. 


The Trade Unions Bill. 


It is probable that in a few days’ time 
the Trade Unions Bill will become law, 
and it is extremely likely that it will be 
accepted throughout the country without 
any trouble. No campaign ever has fallen 
flatter than the Socialist efforts against 
the Bill. At its introduction the Socialists 
in the House of Commons declared that 
they would obstruct its passage throughout, 
while, as a matter of fact, the time allowed 
by the Government for the discussion of 
the different parts of the bill proved on 
occasions to be too generous. In the con 
stituencies there is the same story of 
failure. Millions of leaflets denouncing 
the bill have been scattered all over the 
country, and a special organisation was 
set up to supervise a campaign, but 

in vain. In one great centre a meeting 
protest against the bill was arranged and 
was attended by twelve persons. In 
Liverpool a mass meeting against the bi! 
was attended by. 100 people. 


A Masonic Visit.

Summonses against bookmakers in 
various parts of the country for infringing 
the betting laws by not paying tax on cash 
transactions, which are twlegal, have 
directed attention to the anomaly of the 
present position. The movement in favour 
of the change is gathering force, and there 
is a growing impression that some such 
scheme as that in operation in the Irish 
Free State must receive official considera- 
tion before long. It is believed that the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer is not alto- 
gether satisfied with the present arrange- 
ment, and that he is not averse to changes 
providing they do not arovse too much 
opposition, and, above all, that they v 

not cause a reduction in the estimater 
yield in the betting tax. Arrangements 
were being made to-day for calling a 
further meeting of M.P.’s interested in 
the introduction of the totalisator, the 
detailed working of which is to he ex- 
plained by an authority on the subject.

A correspondent, telephoning from St. Ives 
with reference to the shooting of Mr. Harrison, 
his wife and her stepson yesterday morning, 
says :—Mr. and Mrs. Harrison’ spent Sunday 
at Hunstanton, taking their youngest son, 
Bobby, with them and leaving Geoffrey, aged 
17, at home. A St: Ives tradesman and his 
wife, who were also at Hunstanton, spent an 
hour or so with them, and said they appeared 
to be perfectly happy. Upon their return to 
St. Ives the Harrisons spoke of the enjoyable 
time they had spent by the sea. 
Geoffrey appears to have been shot,as he 
was about to leave the premises to go to his 
work at a local garage. . The shot had pene- 
trated a large wooden door. Bobby had been 
sent to fetch the milk, and upon his return 
was horrified to find his brother had been 
shot. His screams brought neighbours on 
the scene. The three victims had the tops 
of their skulls blown off. 
Frederick Harrison, who was 46 years of 
age, was the son of a former Mayor of St. 
Ives. He saw service in the Artillery in 
Mesopotamia, Italy and Salonika, and had 
been a great sufferer from malaria since his 
return.

Brigadier-General Robert Gabbett Farker 
died. suddenly at Clifton at the age of 51.

In 1917 he returned to France as G.S.O.1, 
41st Division, and was present at the battle 
of Messines, the third battle of + and 
at the operations in Italy from November, 
1917, to February, 1918. ; In March, 1918, he 
was appointed Brigadier-General General 
Staff, Fourth Army Corps in France, and 
was present at the operations round Bapaume 
and at the advance into Belgium till the 
Armistice. 

Brigadier-General Parker was created 
C.M.G. in 1918, C.B. in 1919, was mentioned 
a further three times, and received the 
French Croix de Guerre and the Italian 
Order of the Crown. . In October, 1919, he 
was promoted Colonel, and commanded the 
164th (North Lancashire) Infantry Brigade, 
‘T.A., from 1920 to 1924. He retired last 
year, and had lived since at Castle Luke, 
Sixmilebridge, County Clare.

I am glad to know that in the 
past that progress has been powerfully 
sustained by the friendly co-operation of 
our respective Governments,: It is my 
earnest hope, as I know it is to be the wish 
of Your Majesty, that now, and hence- 
forth, close and friendly relations may be 


our two countries and the peace and 
prosperity of our peoples. 

“ Your Majesty’s visit to England is 
evidence of these close and fruitful rela- 
tions, and will afford to Your Majesty in 
your own person fresh proof of the 
sympathy and good-will which this nation 
cherishes for Egypt and her people. 

““We welcome Your Majesty as the 
ruler of a country whose ancient history 
and monuments are not only a source of 
pride and inspiration to the Egyptian 
nation, but are a treasure house of know- 
ledge and beauty for all the world. No 
less do we welcome Your Majesty as the 
Sovereign of a country with which we 
have so many common interests, and in 
whose ordered progress we must always 
feel the deepest concern. 

“I raise my glass to wish Your 
Majesty happiness and prosperity, and to 
assure you of the high regard in which I 
and my people hold Your Majesty and 
the historic country over which you rule.”

The Bishop of London, in moving the report 
of the Church of England Council of Empire 
Settlement; said that he wished to ac- 
knowledge the wonderful welcome he received 
from all parts of the Empire in his recent 
tour. ‘‘I do not know whether it is realised 
how vitally important it is to Canada to 
have more British sent out,” he added. 
“Unless we are careful, we shall find out 
what the United States found out—that we 
are swamped in Canada by those other than 
British. In. Australia, a white Australia is 
not so much a policy as a pasion. The 
Labour Party there say: ‘ We will not have 
the poverty and misery produced in the East 
End of London. We will have a white 
Australia.” I also found New Zealand wait- 
ing for our people. It is pathetic to see the 
good: men at home who are out of work to- 
day, while these large areas are wanting 
them.”’ 

The motion: was passed. 

A question in the paper, but not put, asked 
who paid for the printing and circulation of 
the pamphlets containing the speeches of the 
Archbishops of Canterbury and York on Feb- 
ruary 7th. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury said that 
those speeches were published by the Oxford 
University Press entirely at its own cost.

RESULTS OF ANTI-SALOON 
LEAGUE’S QUERIES.

As a result of public —e made of 
excessive drinking and orgies by American 
college graduates and high school scholars, 
the Anti-Saloon League of America have just 
issued a report of an official survey recently 
taken, This report states that less than one- 
half of one per cent. of this year’s graduates 
of colleges and high schools of America drink 
to excess, and less than five per cent. drink 
occasionally. 
The statement is based on answers to 
questionnaires sent to about a hundred city 
school superintendents and a hundred college 
presidents. Most of the larger colleges and 
universities were said to have replied that 
drinking among the student body had greatly 
diminished. 
Making public the results of the survey, 
the sm officials announce they intend to 
seek jail sentences for bootleggers who sell 
to high school and college students. 
' Princeton and the University of Wisconsin 
were the only large Universities in the coun- 
try reporting any apprecigble amount of 
drinking. Princeton reported the number to 
be very large—much more than one half. The 
University of Wisconsin. reported one per 
cent. of its student body to be hard drinkers 
and 73 ge cent. occasional tipplers.. Harvard 


reported that ‘‘ drunkenness has diminished 
among College students here” and 
Colgate University, of inhesota,

COLD STORAGE HOUSES. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—Of course “a have all read of the 
millions of money England spends annually 
on the Continent for dairy farm produce— 
in other words, for everything Ireland can 
produce. This is done on the Continent by 
large cold storage stores at Rotterdam, 
Amsterdam and Antwerp, which collect from 
all parts of the Continent. I asked the 
manager (who was an Irishman) of ore of the 
largest restaurants in London the other day 
why he did not order his supplies from Ireland. 
He replied : “ It is like this. We have several 
rooms here-of different sizes to entertain 
from 500 to 25 guests. A gentleman comes 
to me, and, for instance, says; ‘A friend is 
leaving England in forty-eight hours, and 
his friends want to give him a dinner. We 
shall want a room for 400 and a 10/6 dinner 
per head,’ I simply wire one of the cold 
storages mentioned above. They put my 
order on a steamer that day, and they are in 
London Docks next morning. If I wire 
Ireland, I am asked why I did not let them 
know the day before, or, could I give them 
a couple of days’ notice?”’ 

This manager continued: “I know per: 
sonally many other managers in the various 
cities in England and Scotland who would 
gladly prefer to help Ireland in the same way, 
but how can they?’’ I contend that Ireland 
could be the market garden of England. A 
few weeks ago I bought five very small spring 


onions in Liverpool market for 2d., and 
lettuce, radish, and, in fact,#anything that 
must be sold fresh was an awful 
price. Yet in Ireland farmers seem 
to me to be always trying to produce 
things in which the whole world com- 
petes. I would like to suggest to the farmer 


to remember that anything he puts on the 
train this evening can be offered for sale 
fresh to millions in Lancashire and Yorkshire 
to-morrow morning at a competitive price. 
No other nation can do this. Pray, pardon 
this long letter, but I have been over here 
for four weeks, and I have noticed in the 
Irish Times how splendidly you have been
